TP Harthe Earth ſtandeth in the middle of the World, 


may clcarely bee underſtood by what is hereafter 

ſpoken : for if ſo bee that the Globe of the Earth ſtood nor 
1 the middle of the World, but that the heaven was nea- 

rer it on one ſide, it would come to paſſe, that the ſtarres 

in their daily courſes ſhould bee nearer on one ſide of the 
Earththen on the other, and by that meanes ſhould ap- 
peare to our ſight to bee greater on one ſide of the Earth 
then on the other : likewiſe ifthat part ofthe heaven next 
ro the Earth were above us, wee ſhould then ſee leſſe then 
halfe ofthe heaveaccordingto inſtruKtion ofthe firſt higu- 
rc: & onthe contrary whe that part of the heaven fartheſt 
from us were above us, wee ſhould then ſee more then 
halfe of the Heaven according to the Inſtruttion of the 
ſecond Figure. But ſtanding upon the flatt fide of the 
Globe wee ſee the Starres as wel on the one fide as on 
the other (in whatſoever part of the Heaven that it is) 
alwayes of one greateneſſc, and it is found by experience, 
that wee alwayes ſcethe one halfofthe Heaven, and the 
other halfe is hidden from our Eyes, from thence it ap- 
peares plainly accordingtothe expreſſion in thethird pj. 
gure. That the Earth ſtands in the middle of the World : 
From thence is likewiſe to bee marked that the Globe of 
the Earth is no more to bee likened by the Heavens then 
a point withont thickneſſe, for if the Earth had any thick- 
neſſe in reſpeQ@ of Heaven , wee ſhould (ſtanding upon 
che Earth) by that reaſon not ſee halfe of the Heaven ac- 
cording to the Demonſtration of the 4, Figure.

moiltures ) riſe trom the carth , which how nearer they 
arc to the Horiſon arc ſoo much the thicker, and thereby | 
the lights ſoo much the more ſcemetobec higher.

Sothat your common cardes many times fayle in 
truth, eſpeciall thoſe that comprehend great and long vo- 
yages by ſea, and far from the Equino&tiall; but the Maps 
which are commonly uſcd in this Countrey, of the Eaſter- 
ly and Weſterly Navigation, are without fault, orat caſt 
theerrorsare ſo litrle that they hinder not. 

They are very fit inſtruments to bee uſed at ſea, andour 
forefathers , which have inventcd them, have brought no 
ſmall profit and utility to Mariners. The fault ofthem con- 
ſits in this,and thus it may bee ſeenc: It you would ſaylea 
criangle,the : firſt ſides will bee ſiyled on their ſtrokes and 
diſtances, but from the 2 tothe z place (thatis the ; fide of 
che triangle) it willtaylc both on the {trokcs and diſtances. 

Example. 

I fayte from theLizards a ſtraight courſe to the Ilands 
of Canary, and from thence againe tothe Ilands of Corvo 
and Florcs, on which forcſavd ſtroks and diltances many 
Maps arc very complete and perfect. But it I would fayle 
againe from Corvoto the Lizard, from whence I firit 
ſailed , the Card will ſhew mee an imperfe way, to wit, 
it will ſceme farther wide in the Card, thenindceeditis, 
alſo it will differ on the point of the Compaſle : ſo that 
you muſt diret your courſe more northerly thcn tha 
which your CarddircQeth. 

In ſoo ſhort a journey, as this above ſaid,it is not much 
obſerved, ncitheris it worth the obſcrvaiion : but thoſe 
that ſail tro the Weſt-Indies, ſhall ſoone perceive itz when | 
they ſet ſayle , they take their courſe tar to tae ſouth, and 
there they finde their Cards ofa fif: length , becauſe the 
Cards are fitted to it ; But in theirreturne , whenthey 
take their courſe northward, they finde the way much 
{horter then their Cardes ſhew them. | 

This is the cauſe : All che lines in the Card from north 
and ſouth are drawne every where at an c<quall diſtance 
each from other, from the EquinoCtiall to the Pole ; but 
onaglobe which is made round like the carth , they are 
not of an cquall diſtance, but the more northerly they 
come, ſo much the nearer they come cach to ocher. So 
that two ſtrokes fromnorth to ſow h at thelatitude of 60 
degrees, are but halfe ſo wide from one another , as rhey 
are at the EquinoCiall, and at the Pule they rouch each 
other.

The firſt ſteeple to the weſtwards of Sluce is S. Annea 
flat ſteeple, and then Weſtchappell a lirtle ſhort flat 
ſteeple, with ablunt cap uponit. Heyſtto the weſtwards 
ofthem isa long ſharpe ſteeple higher then Knock. Be- 
twixt Heyſt and Blanckenbrough, licgth Liſwegen ſome- 
what within the land, that is aflat ſteeple, & the thickeſt 
ofall the ſteeples there abours. Blanck hisalſoo 
a flat ſteeple higher then Liſwegen , but not ſo thick.

Erwixt Wenduynen & Blanckenbrough ftanderh 
another little ſteeple, called John Davids ſteeple.

That which is hcre ſayd of the ſteeples and leagues 
alongſt the coaſt of Flanders, is very deſcribed and need- 
full as well for that which is before deſcribed of the Wie- 
l:133, as alſo forthe ſayling into the havens of Flanders, 
but eſpecially for the knowledge ofthe Flemiſh bancks. 

For to ſaylcinto Ooſtend, you muſt run cloſe to the
